The  Superintendent  returned  from  France  to  his  duties  at 
the  hospital  in  March,  1919.  Directly  after  the  armistice,  the 
physicians,  nurses  and  employes  on  duty  in  the  states,  and  later 
those  on  duty  abroad,  commenced  to  return  and  by  mid-summer 
nearly  all  connected  with  the  hospital  had  received  their  dis- 
charges from  the  army.  All  tpld,  seventy-seven  'physicians, 
seventy-four  nurses  and  twelve  employes,  a  total  of  one  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  were  given  leaves  of  absence  or  dropped  their 
duties  in  the  hospital  to  answer  the  call  of  their  country.  It  is 
a  pleasure  to  recall  that,  as  far  as  known,  all  of  this  large  number 
of  volunteers  survived  the  hardships  and  ordeals  of  the  service 
and  returned  to  civil  life,  or  remained  permanently  in  the  .ser- 
vice of  the  Government.  An  Honor  Roll  will  be  found  in  the 
Report  for  1918. 

Some  disorganization  of  the  hospital  incident  to  this  loss  of 
personnel  and  other  war  activities  was  to  be  expected.  In  spite 
of  the  shortage  of  physicians,  nurses  and  employes  throughout 
a  period  of  nearly  two  years,  the  efficiency  of  the  hospital  was 
maintained  at  a  high  level.  Great  credit  is  due  the  Acting  Super- 
intendent, Dr.  E.  F.  Collins ;  the  Principal  of  the  Training  School, 
the  Matron  and  other  heads  of  departments  for  their  unswerving 
loyalty  and  self-sacrificing  attention  to  duty  during  the  w-ar 
period,  and  the  period  of  inevitable  reconstruction  that  followed. 
The  entire  year  covered  by  this  Report  has  been  one  of  adjust- 
ment and  repair.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  labor  and  supplies,  only 
necessary  repairs  were  carried  out  during  the  war.  A  diminu- 
tion in  the  number  of  applicants  for  nurse  training  and  the 
extreme  labor  situation  has  created  problems  of  the  utmost  diffi- 
culy  which  still  exist. 

In  the  annual  Reports  of  1916.  1917  and  1918  attention  was 
called  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  hospital  and  the  pressing 
need    for    enlargement.      The    ^ums    specified   in 
New  these  Reports  for  the  proposed  extensions,  in  the 

Construction,  li.ght  of  present  building  costs,  are  totally  in- 
.-ule(|unte.  Tw^o  items,  however,  in  this  plan  of 
enlargement  were  authorized  by  your  Board;  namely,  (a)  a 
Nurses'  and  ["niploves'  Home  at  the  Miriam  Memorial  Branch, 
authorized  .\pril  17lh.  1919.  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed ^$55,000.00. 
CI))  An  extension  of  the  North  Central  Wing  of  the  Main 
Hospital  to  lot  line,  providing  increased  kitchen  and  dining  room 
capacity  and  two  additional  wards,  authorized  June  19.  1919.  at 
a  cost  not  to  exceed  $75,000.00.  The  former  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  twentv-fivc  ])cr  cent,  completed  and  ground  had  been 
broken  for  the  latter. 
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The  hospital  is  unable  to  accommodate  all  of  the  sick  who 
apply  for  admission.  Waiting  lists  are  constantly  maintained 
and  a  situation  has  been  reached  wherein  selection  must  be  made 
and  only  the  most  emergent  cases  admitted.  A  survey  of  the 
hospital  capacity  of  the  city  revealed  a  shortage  of  over  3,000 
hospital  beds.  This  pressing  requirement  should  be  met  largely 
by  new  hospitals ;  nevertheless,  it  is  our  duty  to  use  every  effort 
to  provide  for  the.  enlargement  of  this  hospital. 

Your  Board  authorized  the  engagement  of  a  consulting  archi- 
tect, specializing  in  hospital  construction,  to  lay  out  a  plan  of 
■  development.  Mr.  E.  F.  Stevens,  of  Boston,  was  engaged  for 
this  undertaking  and  has  presented  a  plan  for  future  extensions. 
This  plan  contemplates  the  utilization  of  the  remaining  frontage 
for  hospital  buildings.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
following  as  the  primary  needs  of  the  hospital  in  this  general 
scheme  of  development : 

1.  A  four-story  Laboratory  and  Out-Patient  Pavil- 

ion on  Willis  Ave.  E $300,000.00 

2.  Unit  "A"  of  the  development  plan  to  cost 350,000.00 

3.  A  new  wing  to  the  Nurses'  Plome 75,000.00 

4.  A  new  wing  to  the  Employes'  Home 45,000.00 

5.  An   East   Side    Branch   in   the   neighborhood   of 

Fairview  Village  and  the  motor  car  plants.  .  .   300,000.00 

During  1919,  the  Detroit  Community  Union  provided  the 
maintenance    expenses    of   the    Social    Service    Department    and 

Occupational  Therapy  Department.  Commencing 
The  Detroit  July  1st,  1919,  the  Union  assumed  the  mainte- 
Community  nance  expenses  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Union.  OwMng  to  the  rapid  development  of  community 

and  social  work,  the  assumption  of  these  ex- 
penses by  community  funds  was  a  part  of  a  necessary  and 
logical  program.  The  development  of  these  departments  had 
reached  a  point  where  it  was  no  longer  possible  for  the  hospital 
to  finance  the  outside,  or  more  or  less  non-professional  work  ; 
in  other  words,  the  income  from  private  patients  and  the  income 
from  endowment  funds  can  no  longer  be  considered  as  a  proper 
source  for  the  expenses  of  these  departments.  The  renewal  of 
equijiment  and  the  development  of  the  professional  work  of  the 
hospital  must  be  met  by  the  direct  earnings,  and  any  ap])ropria- 
tion  of  earnings  to  other  purposes  necessarily  lowers  the  standard 
of  care,  increases  property  depreciation,  and  retards  the  develop- 
ment of  the  hospital.  The  Patriotic  Fund,  in  their  drive  for 
1919,  included  capital  expenditures  for  hospitals  as  a  part  of  the 
budget.  The  budget  allowance  for  this  purpose  for  The  Grace 
Hospital  was  S190.000.00.     It  is  uncertain  at  this  writing  what 
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proportion  of  this  amount  will  be  available  for  the  building 
program  outlined  above.  The  inclusion  of  this  program  of 
capital  expenditures  for  hospital  buildings  was  a  step  towards 
community  interest  in  hospitals  that  may  be  far  reaching. 

On  March  20.  1919,  your  Board  authorized  the  appointment 
of  a  Committee  to  investigate  the  subject  of  a  Memorial  Tablet 

to  commemorate  the  services  of  the  officers,  phy- 
Memorial  sicians,  nurses  and  employes  of  the  hospital  who 

Tablet.  served  in  the  world  war.     This  Committee  has 

plans  under  consideration  that  will  be  presented 
for  approval  early  in  the  coming  year. 

The  West  Branch  has  been  filled  to  capacity  during  the  entire 
year.     It  cared  for  a  total  of  1304  patients,  an  increase  of  331 
,    over  last  year.     The  Nurses'  Home,  now  under 
Miriam  construction    on    the    grounds    adjacent    to    the 

Memorial  Branch,  will  soon  provide  a  much  needed  home 

Branch.  for  l)oth  nurses  and  employes.     The  per  capita 

per  diem  cost  of  maintenance  at  the  Branch  still 
continues  less  than  at  the  Main  Hospital  without  depreciation  in 
the  standard  of  care.  This  institution,  since  its  beginning,  has 
been  a  successful  adjunct  to  the  work  of  the  hospital  and  aii 
extremely  useful  and  necessary  institution  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  citizens  and  physicians  on  the  west  side  of  the  city. 

Miss  Harriet  Leek,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  our  Training 
School  for  nearly  five  years,  resigned  on  July  1st,  1919,  to  take 
u])  Social  and   l'ul)lic  Health  work.     During  her 
Training  incumljency.    the    Training    School    had    greatly 

School.  increased   in   size  and   efficiency.     The  Assistant 

! 'rinci])-il,  .Miss  M:il)cl  Haggman.  was  appointed 
Sui)erintendent  of  Nurses.  The  sliortage  of  nurses  on  account 
of  diminution  in  the  a])plicants  for  nurse  training  has  reached 
serious  proportion.s,  not  only  in  this  hospital,  but  in  all  the 
hospitals  of  the  country.  It  has  been  necessary  for  us  to  engage 
several  graduate  extra  duty  nurses  in  order  to  conduct  the  nurs- 
ing ser\ice.  The  Michigan  Hospital  Association  and  the  nursing 
organizations  are  at  present  engaged  in  a  united  endeavor  to 
interest  the  voung  women  of  the  state  in  the  nursing  ]:>rofession. 
The  standard  of  nursing  care  and  the  efficiency  of  this  service  in 
i1k'  li()si)ital  necessarily  suft'ers  on  account  of  this  shortage.  Every 
(  iTiirt  is  made  to  surround  the  pupils  in  the  school  with  recrea- 
tion, entertainments  ;:.nd  home  comforts.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  k'ngth  of  course  of  training  be  shortened  to  two  and  one-half 
years  and  the  mininunn  age  limit  reduced  to  eighteen  vears.  so 
as  to  more  closcK'  api)roach  the  age  at  which  the  High  School 
slude-n  graduate-.       The  Principal   of   the  school  has  been   abl\' 
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seconded  in  her  efforts  by  the  Instructor.  ]\[iss  Helen  I'ollcok. 
the  Assistant  Principal,  IMiss  Ethel  Janes,  and  other  nKinl)ers 
of  the  faculty.  The  report  of  the  Principal  will  be  found  im 
another  page. 

The  Social  Service  department  has  continued  to  pre  vide  the 
necessary   relief  and   social  contacts  in   the   Out- Patient  depart- 
ment.    The  Director  has  also  carefully  followed 
Social  up    the   after-care   of    ward   i)atients   whose   cir- 

Service  cumstances  and  home  surroundings  necessitated 

Department.  relief.  The  report  of  Miss  Charlotte  Moodie,  the 
Social  Service  Director,  who  continues  in  charge 
of  this  department,  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  the  Annual. 
A  request  has  been  made  to  the  Community  Union,  in  the  budget 
of  1920,  for  an  Assistant  in  this  department  which  has  grown  to 
proportions  finite  beyond  the  capacity  of  the   former  ])ersonnel. 

On  July  1st,  1917,  the  Out-Patient  department  was  placed 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Georgina  Reid.  as  Sitpervisor.     In 

this  short  period  it  has  made  w^onderful  progress 
Out-Patient  towards  efficient  handling  of  applicants.  An 
Department,      increased  number  of  patients  have  been  admitted 

to  the  hospital  from  the  Out-Patient  department. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  the  entire  Attending  Staff'  have 
given  assiduous  and  careful  attention  to  their  duties  herein.  The 
punctual  and  continuous  attendance  of  these  physicians,  who  are 
giving  up  their  time  and  talents  to  the  sick  poor,  is  worthy  of 
mention.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  space,  this  department  has 
reached  its  maximum  development.  The  hours  of  the  Clinic 
have  been  extended  and  it  is  now  functioning  from  9:00  A.  ^1. 
to  2:00  P.  J\I.  The  crowded  condition  of  this  department, 
together  with  the  laboratories,  renders  it  necessary  that  the  first 
building  constructed  in  our  proposed  plan  of  development  be  a 
pavilion  to  house  the  Out-Patient  department  and  laboratories, 
as  recommended  elsewhere. 

The  Occupational  Thera])y  departnu'nt.  which  was  established 
on  July  1st,  1918,  has  given  such  excellent  service  that  it  is  no 
■  longer  considered  an  experiment.     This  hospital 
Occupational     was  the  first  hospital  in  Detroit  to  organize  an 
Therapy  Occupational  Therapy  department  for  the  Ijene- 

Department.  fit  of  its  sick.  Particular  attention  is  called  to 
the  report  of  ]\Iiss  Alice  X.  Carter.^  its  efficient 
head,  which  ajipears  elsewhere  in  this  rejiori.  In  brief,  it  ma} 
be  said  that  a  large  number  of  patients  whose  stay  in  the  hos- 
pital has  been  ])rolonged  have  grateful  cause  to  remember  the 
practical   tlicra])eutics  <  \    ibis   dc-]iartnK'nt. 
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A  perusal  of  the  lists  of  physicians  in  the  various  profes- 
sional departments  of  the  hospital  will  show  that  a  large  number 

of  new  names  have  been  added.  An  attempt  has 
The  Medical  been  made  to  affiliate  high-class  specialists  with 
and  Surgical  the  hospital  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the 
Service.  professional    services.      The    standard    of    work 

carried  out  in  the  hospital,  which  was'  so  ably 
maintained  during  the  war  period,  has  been  placed  on  a  footing 
where  continual  progress  is  assured,  coincident  with  the  onward 
march  of  medicine  and  surgery.  The  monthly  meetings  of  the 
Attending  Medical  Staff  with  their  clinical  programs  have  been 
wonderfully  inspiring,  as  may  be  attested  by  the  large  attendance 
which  has  ranged  from  50  to  90  at  each  meeting,  out  of  a  total 
of  less  than  120  staff  members. 

The  Main  Hospital  and  Branch  treated  980  patients,  free  of 
cost  to  themselves,  a  total  of  11,378  days.  This  represents  8.9 
percentage  of  the  total  number  of  days'  treat- 
Charity  ment.  The  hospital  expended  for  the  care  of 
Work.  free  and  charity  patients  in  the  Main  Hospital, 
West  Side  Branch  and  Free  Dispensary  (six 
months)  a  total  of  $33,109.98.  Since  the  hospital  was  founded, 
over  16,000  people  have  been  treated  in  its  wards  and  rooms 
without  charge  to  themselves,  with  an  expenditure  of  nearly 
three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars.

The  Laboratories  and  X-Ray  departments  have  maintained 
their  high  efficiency  throughout  the  year.  Both  are  handicapped 
)y  lack  of  space  for  development.  On  the  part 
Laboratories  of  the  laboratories,  this  want  of  space  is  so  great 
and  X-Ray  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  the  proper  func- 
Department.  tioning  of  this  department.  Hence,  it  is  urged 
that  the  first  capital  expenditure  for  buildings  be 
directed  towards  a  relief  of  this  condition.  The  dependence  of 
medicine  on  laboratory  work  is  increasing  with  such  rapidity  that 
the  developm.ent  of  the  hospital  will  be  seriously  retarded  if  the 
laboratories,  X-Ray  and  technical  departments  are  checked  in 
their  growth.  New  equipment  iias  been  added  to  both  depart- 
ments during  the  year,  which  has  included  two  portable  X-Ray 
outfits,  one  of  which  is  in  use  at  the  \\'est  Side  Branch  and  the 
other  at  the  Main  Hospital. 

The  course  in  Hospital  Economics,  Administration  and  Insti- 
tutional Xursing,  which  was  organized  in  1908,  and,  as  is  well 
known,  developed  with  marked  success,  was 
Post-Graduate  much  disorganized  during  the  war.  In  the  Fall 
Courses.  of  1919,  the  class  was  reorganized  and  a  report 

will  be  found  on  page  51. 

The  success  of  graduate  nurse  Anesthetists  in  military  hos- 
pitals called  attention  to  the  necessity  of  developing  plans  for 
teaching  anesthesia  to  nurses.  During  the  war,  our  Chief 
Anesthetist  had  trained  several  nurses  as  Anesthetists  with  much 
success.  A  cottrse  in  practical  surgical  anesthesia  for  nurses  was 
added  to  the  post-graduate  courses  of  the  hospital.  The  number 
of  applicants  for  the  course,  directly  after  it  was  announced, 
was  a  pleasant  surprise.  An  account  of  the  course  elsewhere  in 
this  Annual  will  give  further  particulars. 

The  post-graduate  courses  in  practical  Dietetics  and  Surgical 
Xursing  and  Operating  Room  Technique,  are  still  carried  out 
successfully  and  their  activities  will  be  found  in  detail  elsewhere. 

This  service  has  been  maintained  at  a  good  level  of  efficiency 
during  the  year.  Several  young  physicians,  who  returned  from 
military  service,  entered  the  hospital  as  residents 
Resident  in  order  to  complete  their  hospital  training.

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual 
report  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  of  The  Grace  Hos- 
pital for  the  3'ear  ending-  December  31st,  1919. 

The  School  again  participated  in  the  Detroit  Community 
Commencement  Exercises  on  May  14th,  given  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Red  Cross,  graduating  a  class  of  forty-six 
nurses,  three  of  whom  have  accepted  Public  Health  positions, 
two  Institutional  positions,  five  have  married,  and  the  others 
are  doing  private  duty. 

The  class  work  of  the  school  was  interrupted  somewhat 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year  because  of  the  slow  con- 
valescence of  the  nurses  who  had  been  ill  with  influenza. 
After  February  1st,  class  work  was  resumed  on  the  regular 
schedule  with  excellent  response  from  the  students.  The  fall 
semester  has  been  successfully  finished.  The  members  of  the 
Hospital  Staff,  giving  special  lectures  to  the  nurses,  have  our 
appreciation  for  their  co-operation. 

Thursday  evening  of  each  week  is  devoted  to  the  social, 
educational  and  recreational   inclinations  of  the   students. 

The  school  has  undergone  a  number  of  changes  during 
the  past  year.  We  all  regret  the  resignation,  July  1st,  of 
Miss  Harriet  Leek  as  Principal  of  the  School,  which  position 
she  had  held  since  December,  1914.  Her  work  in  the  school 
is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  return  of  Dr.  W.  L.  Babcock  to  resume  his  duties  as 
Superintendent  after  a  two  years  army  service  OA'erseas,  has 
been  and  is  a  real  stimulus  to  the  school.  The  school  has,  with 
the  return  of  each  army  nurse,  felt  a  sincere  aj)i)reciation  of 
the  work  they  have  done  and  their  safe  return  home. 

The  Vacation  House.  ])rovided  by  Mrs.  Joy  and  the  auto- 
mobile, a  gift  of  last  year,  have  proven  a  very  great  asset  to 
the  school,  and  enabled  many  nurses  to  have  the  necessary 
rest  and  recreation  during  the  summer  season. 

Miss  Edna  Jahraus,  former  Supervisor,  graduate  of  1917, 
left  in  May  with  a  Nursing  Unit  for  Siberia.  With  the 
exception  of  three,  our  graduates  have  all  returned  from 
overseas.

One  D.  C.  Universal  X-Ray  Unit  was  added  to  the  depart- 
ment in  1919,  and  one  A.  C.  Universal  X-Ray  Unit  and  Dark 
Room  Equipment  were  added  to  the  ]\Iiriam  Memorial  Branch 
of  the  hospital  in  1919. 

Early  in  the  year  an  Engeln  Universal  X-Ray  unit  was 
installed  in  the  Aliriam  Memorial  Branch  Hospital.  This 
unit  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  has  enabled  us  to  do  all 
ordinary  radiographic  work  at  the  Branch  instead  of  moving 
patients  over  to  the  main  hospital  and  back. 

Later  in  the  year  a  similar  apparatus  was  installed  in  the 
main  hospital.  These  vuiits  can  lie  mo\ed  about  the  hospital, 
connected  to  the  lighting  circuit  anywhere,  and  be  used  to 
make  plates  at  the  bedside,  thus  saving  the  moving  of  very 
sick  or  badly  injured  patients  to  the  X-Ray  room.  In  frac- 
tures of  the  hip  and  thigh  this  is  especially  important,  as 
fractures  of  the  femur  are  likely  to  be  gotten  out  of  place  by 
moving  the  patient.  It  is  also  very  helpful  to  the  practitioner 
for  diagnosing  pneumonias,  empyemas,  etc.,  when  it  is  dan- 
gerous to  move  the  patient. 
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111  December  \\e  also  had  installed  new  apparatus  for 
giving-  X-Ray  therapy,  the  value  of  which  in  cancer  is  becom- 
nig  more  and  more  appreciated  by  the  profession.  Through 
the  proper  use  of  X-Ray  and  Radium  therapy  many  cases  of 
cancer  are  saved  to  live  in  more  or  less  CDmfort  for  months 
or  even  years. 

As  the  -work  of  this  department  increases,  we  tind  our- 
selves more  and  more  cramped  for  room. 

Dr.  Howard  P.  Doub.  my  associate,  has  spent  a  half  day 
at  the  hospital  every  day  and  more  time  when  necessary. 

^Ir.  Eugene  D.  Douglas  is  now  employed  full  time  as 
technician  in  the  laboratory.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LABORATORIES 

To  the  Superintendent : 

Dear  Sir :  It  is  with  a  feeling  of  some  satisfaction  that  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  work  done  in  the  labora- 
tory during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1919.  We  have 
shown  material  progress,  not  only  in  the  quantity  of  work, 
but  also  in  the  type. 

Early  in  the  year  we  began  to  give  courses  in  preliminary 
laboratory  Avork  to  nurses  in  conjunction  with  their  post 
graduate  course  in  anesthesia.  The  course  has  proved  to  be 
of  much  interest  to  those  who  have  applied  for  it.  In  the  fall 
we  also  had  two  post  graduate  nurses,  who  desired  only  the 
laborator}'  work,  so  we  instituted  an  intensive  course  of  two 
months  in  Avhich  the  nurses  spent  all  of  their  time  in  the 
laboratory  and  were  instructed  in  most  of  the  laboratory 
procedures.  We  feel  that  by  this  intensive  course  we  can 
recommend  the  pupils  for  technical  work  in  small  hospitals 
or  in  physicians'  offices.  For  the  last  six  months  of  the  year 
we  have  been  doing  daily  routine  tests  on  the  milk  delivered 
to  the  hospital. 

It  was  found  very  desirable  to  establish  a  list  of  donors 
who  were  willing  to  give  blood  to  patients  for  transfusion. 
Through  the  superintendent,  a  fund  was  established  to  take 
care  of  this  type  of  work,  and  it  was  the  duty  of  the  labora- 
tory to  find  suitable  donors  and  classify  them  into  the  blood 
groups  in  Avhich  they  belonged. 

In  the  crowded  condition  of  our  laboratory,  it  was  thought 
that  we  could  not  attempt  any  other  work,  but  we  found  that 
necessity  required  more  specialized  blood  and  urine  chemical 
analyses,  so  these  were  taken  up  lately. 

We  are  doing  research  work  upon  over  one  hundred  pairs 
of  tonsils  upon  Avhich  we  hope  to  report  soon. 

We  are  glad  to  report  the  return  of  INIr.  A''.  P.  Joe  from  the 
service,  whose  work  is  very  commendable,  and  also  ^Ir.  S.  B. 
Hood,  who  came  to  us  from  service  in  the  Navy.

A  WARD 
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REPORT    OF    SOCIAL   SERVICE   DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent : 

Dear  Sir:  I  take  great  pleasure  in  submitting-  herewith 
the  seventh  annual  report  of  the  Social  Service  Department 
of  the  Grace  Hospital  for  the  vear  ending  December  31st, 
1919. 

Through  the  appropriation  for  welfare  work  granted  to  the 
department  since  our  incorporation  into  the  Detroit  Com- 
munity Union  we  have  been  enabled  to  provide  many  greatly 
needed  treatments,  such  as  salvarsan  and  special  laboratorv 
tests,  free  of  charge,  to  clinic  patients  unable  to  meet  even 
the  nominal  fees  usually  charged  for  same. 

The  "follow  up"  work  in  connection  with  our  Clinic 
Pediatric  Department  has  brought  into  the  hospital  wards 
many  very  urgent  cases.  And  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to 
say  that  some  very  constructive  work  has  been  accomplished 
in  this  way.  One  infant,  who  was  brought  into  the  hospital 
a  A'eritaljle  li\ing  skeleton,  after  six  months  careful  feeding 
and  care  in  our  Infant  Ward,  was  discharged  as  line  a  speci- 
men of  healthy  babyhood  as  could  be  desired  by  the  most 
critical.  AA'e  have  in  several  instances,  been  able  to  provide 
the  special  care  indicated  for  neglected  and  homeless  children 
which  it  seemed  impossible  to  secure  elsewhere. 

Just  now,  "room,  room,  and  yet  more  room"  is  our  great- 
est need ;  as  we  find  that  applications  for  hospital  care  far 
outnumber  our  actual  hosi)ital  l^ed  capacity.  The  proposed 
opening  of  new  wards  in  the  near  future  will,  we  trust,  form 
a  ready  solution  for  this  problem. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  valuable  assistance  in. 
our  clinic  from  a  friend,  a  Red  Cross  Aide,  who  spends  sev- 
eral liours  each  week  in  this  department.  This  is  a  very  real 
help  in  these  days  when  the  supply  of  available  nurses  is  so 
lamentably  out  of  proportion  to  the  demand. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  suggesting  that 
the  Social  Service  Deparment  connected  with  a  general  hos- 
pital of  this  size  presents  abundant  and  interesting  material 
for  many  varieties  of  volunteer  work,  which,  if  done  regu- 
larly, at  certain  specific  hours,  is  a  really  invaluable  aid  in 
conducting  the  Avork  of  the  department  effectivelv. 

We  desire  to  express  warmest  thanks  to  those  physicians 
who  ha\'e  made  visits,  free  of  charge,  at  the  homes  of  needv 
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persons,  requiring  specialized  medical  care.  Also  to  the 
laculty  and  nurses  of  the  training  school  for  their  kind  and 
unfailing  co-operation. 

We  are  now  about  to  engage  an  assistant  social  service 
worker  who  will  be  a  most  welcome  adjunct  to  our  stafif,  and 
enable  us  to  extend  our  activities  in  many  directions.

REPORT  OF  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY  DEPT. 

To  the  Superintendent. 

Dear  Sir:  I  hereby  submit  the  first  annual  report  of  the 
Occupational  '.Fherapy  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1919.  ' 

This  Department,  which  was  established  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Community  Union  in  July,  1918,  ha^,  we  feel, 
now  justified  its  existence,  both  from  a  therapeutic  and 
economic  standpoint. 

The  object  of  the  work  is  to  provide  the  convalescent  and 
chronic  patient  with  some  form  of  handicraft  which  will 
occupy  the  mind,  as  well  as  the  hands,  thereby  diverting 
thoughts  from  concentration  on  bodily  ailments.  It  also 
supplies  a  very  potent  remedy  after  the  patient's  return  to 
home  life  for  the  inertia  and  helplessness  often  caused  by 
inaction  during  the  early  days  of  illness. 

While  the  main  purpose  of  the  work  is  curative  and  thera- 
peutic rather  than  economic,  the  financial  consideration,  if 
ever  so  small,  has  a  stimulating  ettect  u|)on  the  needy  patient. 
To  an  active  man  incapacitated  by  an  injury,  the  discovery 
of  an  occupation  whereby  he  may  earn  a  few  dollars,  is  a 
distinct  encouragement. 

To  the  private  patient  it  afl:'ords  a  valuable  remedy  for  the 
ennui  attending  convalescence. 

Some  of  the  occupations  tatight  during  the  year  have  been 
basketry,  woodwork,  leather  work,  rake  knitting,  the  making 
of  dolls  and  stufied  animals,  fancy  bags,  lamp  shades,  babies' 
shoes  and  the  making  of  hooked,  braided  and  crocheted  rugs. 

At  present  our  greatest  need  is  a  well  equipped,  cheerful 
work  room,  located  in  the  hosjMtal,  with  suitable  provision 
for  storing  materials,  to  which  convalescent  patients  could  be 
taken.  In  such  a  room  occupations  such  as  the  making  of 
painted  toys  and  woodwork,  unsuitable  to  crowded  wards  and 
the  bedside,  could  be  taught.  The  latter  occupation  we  have 
been  obliged  to  discontinue  in  the  wards  on  account  of  the 
unavoidable  noise  it  makes. 

Continuation  of  the  work  in  patients'  homes  could  be 
accomplished  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional  worker. 
This  has  already  been  carried  out  in  a  few  cases  with  gratify- 
ing results,  and  we  believe  its  development  would  be  a  great 
advantage. 
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\\  c  api)e'n(l  bclnw  a  cU-tailcd  account  oi  the  articles  made 
duriui^  tlie  year.  Many  other  minor  articles  were  manufac- 
tured, the  ])atients  haAing  paid  for  materials  and  taken  same 
home.  The  work  has  been  done  chiefly  by  the  surs^ical 
patients  who  have  expressed  appreciation  at  having-  it  brought 
to  them  and  it  has  proved  a  hi>on  in  many  instances.
